Wesleyan’s Financial Aid Working Overtime

For the students and the fi- 
nancial aid office of Wesleyan Col- 
lege, the past few years have been 
yery’ frustrating. Many students 
have had trouble getting their fi- 
nancial aid awards processed and 

finalized. 

"The entire financial aid 
staff and I are very aware of the 
problems that have fru.strated stu- 
dents and their families," said 
Jonathan Stroud, Vice President 
for Enrollment and Marketing and 
Dean of Admissions. 

Before the 1998 fall semes- 
ter, the financial aid office was 
very understaffed', leading to fi- 
nancial aid problems. To compli- 
cate matters, during the 1997- 
1998 school year two of the direc- 
tors were employed for only a few 
months each. For the beginning 
of the 1998-99 academic year 
there was no professional finan- 
cial aid staff to handle the new 
students and their financial aid 
requests. 

The school decided to in- 
crease the size of the financial aid 
staff and hired Jimmy Trammell 
as the new director and Charlene 
Milton as assistant director in No- 
vember of 1998. After a seme.ster 
of working out the problems of the 


ready to face the job fully pre- 
pared. However, in June of 1999 
it was discovered that Trammell 
had two malignant brain tumors 
anti he had to resign. Milton also 
resigned in July to take another 
job. Finally, the administrative as- 
sistant left due to complications 
with her pregnancy. 

"To loo.se an entire finan- 
cial aid staff six weeks before the 
beginning of the school year is re- 
ally a worst case scenario," said 
Stroud," It is extremely unfortu- 
nate that this turnover delayed 
our ability to get beyond some of 
last year’s problems." 

To compensate for the lack 
of a staff, Wesleyan hired a group 
of financial aid consultants from 
Atlanta to finish the financial aid 
awarding process. The group 
worked diligently to prepare for 
the 1999-2000 school year despite 
the chaotic state of the financial 
aid department. 

The school has also begun 
putting together a new financial 
aid staff. Again, the school de- 
cided to increase the staff of the 
Financial Aid Office to include 
four full time employees. Sally 
Griffin is the new Director for 
Compliance for Financial Aid Pro- 
grams. Sherri Shannon and 


Amber Poison now handle cam- 
pus employment and student 
loans. As of October 4, Parker 
Leake will be the new Director of 
Financial Aid. The new staff mem- 
bers have beep working to com- 
pensate for the staff turnover dur- 
ing the summer. "The Financial 
Aid Office has almost completed 
the awarding process as well as the 
verification process required of 
certain students. This is much 
earlier than we were able to com- 
plete these processes last year," 
.said Stroud. 

With the troubles of the Fi- 
nancial Aid Office there has been 
a great deal of resentment from 
students. The Financial Aid Office 
is, however, not responsible for all 
of the difficulties students have 
had with student loans. 

"There is a rumor that the 
Financial Aid Office is denying stu- 
dent loans. Our staff can simply 
explore the options of commercial 
loans with students. We cannot 
assess the likelihood of a student 
being approved for the loan if this 
is their first application. We are 
ready to explore new options with 
students and their families if they 
are denied a loan," said Stroud.

Office has had, the Business Office 
has been working with the Finan- 
cial Aid Office to make sure that 
students and their families are not 
penalized for mistakes in the of- 
fice. A thirty-day interest-free 
promissory note was created so 
that students could register while 
their financial aid work was being 
finished. 

"Students are understand- 
ably anxious to get their aid in 
place," said Stroud," but they have 
been tremendously patient while 
this office has .sorted through its 
problems." 

There is a great deal of pa- 
per work that must be completed 
and documented with state and 
federal loan companies. Audit 
reports must be prepared soon 
after the school year starts. In 
addition to this, the office must 
allow time to meet with students. 
The new staff must al.so become 
acclimated with Wesleyan and 
work out problems from the past. 

Said Stroud, "Our goal is 
for students and their families to 
regard the financial aid staff as 
their advocates in the financial aid 
process, not an obstacle to be 
overcome, as well as good stew- 
ards of the financial aid programs 
for the college."

At Wesleyan, computers 
are a major component of our 
lives. Indeed, these computers 
are the rea.son some students 
started looking into Wesleyan 
and was a major factor in .some 
students' decisions to come here. 
Almost everday, .students at 
Wesleyan check their email, get 
on the internet, or type an 
assignment for class. Without 
their computers, students would 
find that their academic life 
Would be severely limited 
because many assignments are 
sent over email, require the 
internet, and must be typed 
since mo.st professors will not 
accept handwritten papers. 

At Wesleyan, the Com- 
puter Resident Assi.stants (CRA) 
and the computer lab are the 
two avenues open to Help stu- 
dents with their computer prob- 
lems. When the CRA cannot fix 
fhe computer, the computer lab 
ts the ne.xt .step for a student. 
Many students criticize the 
computer lab for their slow 
■■osponse time. Repair and main- 
tenance can take anywhere from 
a few days to a month. While 
students understand that com 


puter lab resources are limited, 
this knowledge does not help 
them when they have an assign- 
ment due or need to get infor- 
mation about a class from their 
email. 

The computer lab, how- 
ever, is trying to remedy this 
gap, finding and training student 
workers who are in short supply 
due to the financial aid situation 
(which allows only students with 
work .study to work on campus). 
Not only is the computer lab 
increasing its staff, but they are 
trying desperately to fix the 
Senior computers which have 
had the most trouble adjusting 
to the new network and email 
systems. According to Dr. Bell, 
the computer lab has pulled 
money from a faculty technology 
budget to cover the cost of 
memory for the seniors comput- 
ers so that these computers will 
be able to interact with the 
Wesleyan Network. 

While the computer lab is 
trying its best to fix it.s staffing 
problems, there are two new 
policies that the .students find 
disturbing. The first policy is 
that faculty and .staff have and 
have had access to WesStudents 


was a forum open only to stu- 
dents. Many students feel that 
faculty and staff access to 
WesStudents is a violation of 
their privacy because they were 
never informed that it was not 
strictly a student folder. How- 
ever, Dr. Bell pointed out that 
email is not confidential and 
that the .students should be 
wary about what they are send- 
ing. While this may be true, 
some students wonder why they 
were never informed that fac- 
ulty have access to WesStudents. 

Another policy that 
students are finding bothersome 
is that faculty and staff have the 
ability to mass distribute emails 
which means that they can send 
email wholesale to students 
instead of .sending these mes- 
sages to the appropriate forums: 
WesStudents, For Sale, or 
WesNews. This means that 
students are finding me.ssages in 
their personal inboxes that do 
not apply to them at all which 
e.s.sentially means that they are 
being sent junk mail. For ex- 
ample, a member of the faculty 
and .staff recently sent out what 
they considered to be a humor- 
ous forward. This message was 
sent to every student's box and 


contained no information that 
was valid to the student body. 
This issue is important to stu- 
dents because there is more than 
this one email being .sent out 
and they feel up.set when they 
.see five or ten messages that 
have no relevance toward them 
at all. It makes one wonder what 
other kinds of random email 
students will begin receiving. 

The Computer Focus 
program is something that most 
people value highly. How can 
we continue to celebrate this 
program if the communication 
between the computer lab and 
the Wesleyan community is so 
poor that students have no 
knowledge that 'their' foldier is 
open to everyone's scrutiny? 
While it is certainly true that the 
computer lab is trying hard to 
make the computers work, the 
lack of communication and the 
ability of faculty and staff to 
randomly send messages to our 
personal mailboxes and view our 
emails to our fellow students 
inidcates that there is a need for 
more information on the rules 
and regulations applying to all 
members of the Wesleyan 
community. 



National Breast_Cancer 


What is breast cancer? 


Breast cancer, a com- 
non cancer in women, is a 
iisease in which cancer (ma- 
ignant) cells are found in 
he tissues of the breast. 
:ach breast has 15-20 sec- 
ions called lobes, which 
lave many smaller sections 
railed lobules. Thin tubes 
railed ducts connect the 
obes and lobules. The most 
rommon type of breast can- 
rer is ductal cancer, which 
found in the cells of the 
ducts. Cancer that begins in 
he lobes or lobules is called 
obular cancer. Lobular can- 
rer is more often found in 
3oth breasts than other 
ypes of breast cancer. In- 
lammatory breast can 


cer is an uncommon type of 
breast cancer in which the 
breast is warm, red and swol- 
len. 

Hereditary breast can- 
cer makes up approximately 
5% to 10% of all breast can- 
cer cases. In some breast 
cancer patients, several 
faulty genes have been 
found. Relatives of breast 
cancer patients who carry 
these genes may be more 
likely to develop breast or 
ovarian cancer. Some defec- 
tive genes are more common 
in certain ethnic groups. 
Tests are being developed to 
determine who has the ge- 
netic defect before any can- 
cer appears. 


Helping to Treatment 


prevent 
breast cancer 


There is no proven way fo 
prevent breast cancer, but 
risk can be decreased by 
following methods such as 
these: 


-Eating a nutritious diet 
containing.the necessary 
vitamins and mineral 
(The American Cancer Society 
recommends a diet low in ani- 
mal fat and high in fiber, along 
with five servings of fruits and 
vegetables daily and six serv- 
ings of breads, cereals, grains, 
rice, pasta or beans.) 


Choosing a method of treat- 
ment involves the consider- 
ation of many factors: 

-Type of cancer 
-Stage to which the disease 
has progressed 
-Deciding whether or not to 
have reconstruction done 
-Being pre or post meno- 
pausal 

-The presence of estrogen or 
progesterone receptors on 
tumor cells 
-General health 
-Age 


-Limiting alcohol con- 
sumption. 


-Monthly breast self- 
exams 


-Routine mammograms 
(Early detection through 
mammograms, monthly self- 
exams, and regular breast ex- 
ams is the best weapon against 
breast cancer.)

- Surgery (can be done to 
conserve the breast with 
lumpecotomy or to remove

Learning to do a self-exam 


Doing a full self-exam in- 
volves examining your 
breasts in two ways: looking 
and feeling. 

iOOLiruii 

1. Stand up and look at your 
breasts in three positions: with 
your arms up; with your arms 
down; with your shoulders in, 
bending forward from the hips 
with hands on hips and then 
with arms hanging down in 
front. 

2. Look for changes in shape 
or skin color, dimpling of the 
skin, or changes in your 
nipples. 


Feeling: 

1. Prop yourself up under the 
shoulder with a folded towel on 
the same side as the breast be- 
ing examined. 

2. With the pads of three fin- 
gers, press on your breast in a 
circular motion using three de- 
grees of pressure: light, me- 
dium, and hard. 

3. Cover the entire area of the 
breast in a systematic way- ei- 
ther in concentric circles, pie- 
shaped wedges, or vertical 
lines. Also check the areas be- 
tween the breast and the un- 
derarm, the underarm itself, 
and the area above the breast. 


up to the collarbone and all the 
way out to your shoulder. 

4. Large-breasted women 
should examine their breasts in 
two stages. First, lying down, 
check the outside of the breast. 
Then, lying on the side, check 
the inside of the breast. 

5. Repeat for other breast. 

6. It is also recommended that 
you squeeze both nipples, look- 
ing for any discharge. 

6. If you find anything odd or 
any changes, see your doctor 
immediately. 

Remember that a breast exam 
can save your breast and 
mayber your life.

Relay for Life is a 24 
hour walk-a-thon to help 
raise money for cancer re- 
search. Teams assemble and 
raise money to turn in to the 
Cancer Society. Each team 
had approximately 12 to 15 
members who take turns 
walking during the 24 hours. 
It takes place in the spring of 
each year. 

The Susan G. Komen 
Foundation was created in 
the memory of Susan Komen, 
who died of breast cancer. 
The foundation helps raise 
money for cancer research 
and funding. 

Send A Mouse To Col- 
lege is a yearly fundraiser 
done by elementary schools 
across the country. Children 
bring in money-mostly 
change-'to donate to hospi- 
tals and research facilities. 

Reach to Recovery is a 
counseling service that helps 
women who have had breast 
cancer surgery to prepare for 
what they are facing. They 
hold sessions to help women 
learn to wear and function 
with prosthetic breasts, teach 
them exercises to help main- 
tain muscle tone, and guide 
them in handling the emo- 
tional issues that will occur 
once they start treatment. 


1 never thought this 

would happen to me 

As the daughter of a breast cancer survivor, I know all 
too well the importance of monthly self-exams and 
mammograms. When my mother was diagnosed with lobular 
breast cancer in 1 992, 1 was devastated. My mother was never 
supposed to get sick. The concept of cancer had never entered 
my mind, but here it was, staring me in the face. My first reac- 
tion was, “My mother is going to die.” All I really knew about 
cancer was that it killed thousands of people every year, so 
naturally 1 jumped to the worst conclusion. My mother under- 
went a modified radical mastectomy, followed by a vigorous 
course of chemotherapy and radiation. About a year after her 
diagnosis, her doctor told her that she was cancer-free, for the 
moment. We sat on pins and needles for nearly a year after 
that, praying and watching for a recurrence. After the first 
year, we learned to breathe again, and we relaxed a little more. 
As time passed, we began to feel more and more like every- 
thing was going to be alright. 

Five years is the typical length ot time that doctors wait 
before telling a breast cancer patient that she is cured. We 
watched and waited for my mother’s five year mark, and as it 
approached, we grew more and more hopeful that she was go- 
ing to beat this dreadful disease. In February of 1997, my 
mother’s doctor looked at us, beaming, and said that the can- 
cer was gone and she was cured. We celebrated that like we 
had never celebrated anything before. 1 was so excited and so 
proud of my mother, because her positive attitude had helped 
her survive when the odds had been against her. 

It has been eight years since my mother was diagnosed 
with breast cancer, and today she is healthier and more active 
than ever. 

She is co-founder of a cancer support group in our home- 
town, and she serves as the breast cancer chair for the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society in Colquitt County. She also works with 
Reach to Recovery, a service that helps to counsel women who 
have just been diagnosed with breast cancer. I am so proud ot 
niy mother and all that she has done. She is truly an amazing 
woman and a wonderful role model, and it is a privilege to be 
able to call her my mother.

Nikki Giovanni's Visit Takes 

Wesleyan Community By Storm

"Conservatism, 1 totally rec- 
ommend against it." This pow- 
erful, unapologetic statement 
was among the first to leave the 
lips of one of the most re- 
nowned poets in the South, 
Nikki Giovanni. A well-known 
social critic and a strong advo- 
cate of women's rights, 
Giovanni took Wesleyan by 
storm October 14-16. In a 
highly electrifying speech, she 
challenged her audience to ex- 
perience life through the vivid 
and sometimes frighteningly 
real medium of the spoken 
word. 

"The main reason 1 invited 
Miss Giovanni as our featured 
guest speaker at our 
confererence. Writing on the 
Masks, was primarily because 1 
know her to be quite a motiva- 
tional speaker," commented Dr.

Among those are the 
students who had the opportu- 
nity to recite some of their own 
poetry for Giovanni and then en- 
gage in an open discussion with 
her. Many students believe that 
to get professional and honest

feedback from someone who had 
charted her own course in the field 
of poetry was a signifacant oppor- 
tunity in their budding careers as 
future poets. Perhaps the com- 
ment that exemplifies the overall 
response of the students to 
Giovanni was one made by 
Adrienne Cooper-Jones, a junior 
and a young poet. "Nikki Giovanni 
is a woman who is shy enough to 
sit back and observe the society, 
but is also bold enough to dare to 
speak out against its injustices." 

For those who were present for 


her speech in Porter Audi- 
torium, there is no doubt 
about Giovanni's ability to 
provoke a response from 
her audience. With witty 
remarks and an unhesitant 
manner of stating her be- 
liefs, she took her audience 
along an intellectually 
stimulating discussion of 
some of the most controver- 
sial issues that women to- 
day experience in the soci- 
ety. She also boldly re- 
painted the images of the 
injustices that occur in our 
society, as seen in the case 
in which Jon Benet Ramsey 
was murdered, and the 
other situation where Susan 
Smith drowned her two 
children. Although in both in- 
stances the parents were charged 
with the murder of their children, 
only Susan Smith was convicted. 
Here, Giovanni highlighted, was 
one of the most obvious demon- 
strations of the role that wealth 
plays in exempting the rich, the 
Ramsey's, from social responsibil- 
ity. "There must be an end to 
these inequalities," she said, call- 
ing upon her audience to exam- 
ine its own prejudices towards cer- 
tain social issues. 

The overall message of Giovanni 
was the need for the society to be

Wesleyan's "link to international 
students." She entered Wesleyan 
as a sophomore at the age of fif- 
teen and graduated two weeks 
before Sherman's army marched 
through Macon. She founded the 
Atlanta School for Girls, which 
prospered for seventy-five years. 
Her friend. Young Allen, a mission- 
ary to Shanghai, persuaded her to 
visit China at the age of forty. She 
discovered that upper class girls 
were not allowed to attend school, 
and so in 1892 she opened the 
McTyeire School just for them. 
Many of its pupils later attended 
Wesleyan, including the Soong sis- 
ters. 

The Soong sisters are 
Wesleyan's most famous alumnae 
and their history at Wesleyan is 
interesting. Ai-ling Soong arrived 
as a sub-freshman when was she 
fourteen. Four years later her fif- 
teen-year-old sister Ching-ling and 
ten-year-old sister May-ling ar- 
rived. A year after graduating, 
Ching-ling married Sun Yat-sen 
and later became the first lady of 
China. On display at the convo- 
cation was a beautiful Manchu 
court robe donated by May-ling. 
May-ling Soong is the only sister 


still living today. 

Hardeman then introduced 
alumnaaee from around the 
world. During World War II, many 
of Wesleyan's alumnae were liv- 
ing in Europe. Genevieve Vasset, 
'32, is one such of these students. 
She had two children; the second 
one was very sadly under-cared 
for. Wesleyan sent her baby sup- 
plies and food. In 1948 a letter 
arrived at Wesleyan from Maria 
Schmidt from Vienna, Austria. All 
of her possessions, except for her 
furniture, had been burned. We 
sent out care packages, and after 
that she was never heard from 
again. 

Induk Pahk may have been our 
first Encore student. The Seoul 
woman was twenty-four years old, 
married, and had one child. She 
was born under great signs, which 
were believed to be a waste since 
she was female. Her father died 
of cholera when she was seven, 
and so her mother always taught 
her how to act and look like a boy. 
Their ploy to get her educated 
worked: she attended Wesleyan. 
After graduation, she went back 
to Korea to found the Berea in 
Korea Foundation. She raised 
$200,000 and decided to use it to 
open a training school for boys, 
since it is considered taboo for 
men to work with their handsi 


nthat country. That school still 
stands today and has a 40 million- 
dollar endowment. 

The vault of Wesleyan College is 
filled with innumerous facts such 
as, no student may have visitors, 
enter a shop, or make a purchase, 
on or off-campus, without the di- 
rect permission of the president. 
The convocation makes it possible 
to meet some of these and also to 
learn stories about some of 
Wesleyan's esteemed alumnae.

Yearbook Starts Off Year With Struggle for Existence

Taylor Johnson,The editor of 
the Wesleyan Yearbook, the 
Veterropt , delivered disturbing 
news about the fate of the 1999- 
2000 yearbook during the 
January 12, 2000, Student 
Government Meeting (SGA). Last 
year’s editor, Amanda Marine, 
managed to go several thousand 
dollars in debt because she failed 
to meet deadlines and perhaps 
used unnecessarily large 
amounts of money for decorating 
the cover of the yearbook. 
Johnson revealed that the golden 
foil heart alone cost several 
thousand dollars, and that this 
debt and the numerous late fees 
added up to over ten thousand 
dollars which the budget of this 
current year’s Veterropt had to 
pay. Thus, the barely minimal 
amount that the yearbook started 
off with of around $22,000 was 


depleted and left the current 
yearbook staff to create the 
Veterropt with an amount 
slightly over $ 1 1,000. Even for 
a very minimal yearbook, the 
amount was not enough to 
cover the costs of production 
and shipping. 

Johnson prepared a 
report detailing the possible 
options that the yearbook staff 
could take: the first was to have 
no yearbook at all, the second 
was to have a sort of flimsy 
pamplet picture book (sort of 
like the glossy magazine's the 
school sends out), and the final 
option was to have a 
combination year book of 
1999-2000 and 2000-2001. 

The Student government 
found that all of these 
alternatives where very 
unattractive, and asked 
Johnson if there were any other 


possibilities. She informed 
Senate that the only way that she 
could have a yearbook for the 
current year was to have a rapid 
infusion of money. Indeed, she 
needed a firm commitment of 
money by February. 

Senate discussed the issue 
and decided to send a proposal 
to the students seeing if they 
would be willing to pass a 
measure that would allow Senate 
to bill each student ten dollars in 
order to pay for the yearbook. 
During the general election, the 
majority of the voting student 
body decided for this proposal. 
Currently there has been no 
move to collect this money. 
However, Taylor Johnson sent a 
proposal to Senate on February 
2, 2000, to get the bare minimum 
amount to create a yearbook 
($6,000), and that motion was 
passed. 


The yearbook now has 
enough money to create a small 
yearbook for the 1999-2000 year. 
However, if the money from the 
student body was collected, the 
yearbook could be bigger and 
have more events featured. 
Currently, the status on getting 
the money from students is on 
hold. However, some good news 
is available for the Veterropt, the 
Student Recreational Council 
(SRC) has donated six hundred 
dollars to the production of the 
yearbook. Johnson has sent out 
an appeal for money to the 
organizations on campus in 
hopes that other groups may be 
willing to donate any extra 
money to the yearbook budget. 
However, even without the extra 
money, the yearbook staff is 
working hard already and hopes 
to have the yearbook ready for 
the Fall 2000 Homecoming.

On January 26, 2000, CJA spon- 
sored a Self-Defense Workshop. 
Instructors from Burt Brown’s Tae 
Kwon Do Plus gave students 
pointers and demonstrations of 
ways to stop an attacker. 

Johnny Barnett led the work- 
shop, beginning with a warning 
that most of the techniques we 
would see require some practice 
before they can be executed 
properly. He gave a short speech 
on the best places to hit or kick 
an attacker to stop him. Surpris- 
ingly, the groin is not a good tar- 
get, because it is the smallest pos- 
sible target of pain on the body. 
He told us that it is better to try 
to kick the shins, knees, or the 
outsides of the thighs because 
they are larger target areas that 
you are more likely to hit effec- 
tively. If you kick to the groin 
and miss, he warned us, “You’re 
just going to make him mad.” He 
also showed us that a swift chop- 
ping motion to the sides of the 
neck is effective, likening the ef- 
fect to bending a hose in order 
to stop the water, and then let- 
ting it go again. The chop 
pinches off the flow of blood to 
the brain, and then sends a 
backed-up spurt of blood to the 
brain before returning to its nor- 
mal flow. This is enough to make 
an attacker woozy, and he could 


even pass out. 

The group then demonstrated 
front kicks for us, and let us try 
for ourselves as well. They ad- 
vised us to give a sharp yell while 
kicking because it increases con- 
fidence in what we are doing and 
the breath out increases the 
power of the kick. It also lets an 
attacker know that he has picked 
the wrong person to victimize. 
They also taught us one form of 
small joint manipulation for forc- 
ing an attacker to release his grip 
on you if he grabs you by the 
arm. They pointed out various 
pressure points that, if you can 
gouge a thumb or a couple of fin- 
gers into, will stop an attacker 
long enough to allow you to get 
away. Lastly, they showed us how 
powerful the kicks they had dem- 
onstrated can be: they broke 
wooden boards, each about an 
inch thick and each about the 
strength of a rib. 

They also offered the following 
safety tips: 

*Put a whistle on your key chain. 
It’s inexpensive, and as a method 
of calling for help, it is both 
louder and harder to ignore than 
a yell, and it also takes less breath 
than yelling. 

*lf you are attacked, remember 
that pain does not necessarily

mean injury, and that even if an 
attacker hurts you, it does not 
mean that you should not fight 
back if you can. 

^Remember that in order to at- 
tack you, the person needs their 
hands - which means that you 
have yours. (If an attacker 
grabbed you by both your hands, 
there wouldn’t be much more 
than that he could do to you!) 
Look for opportunities to use 
your hands and legs to your ad- 
vantage. 

*Keep in mind that if you are at- 
tacked, you will probably be hit. 
Don’t let that stop you from pro- 
tecting yourself. Don’t just give 
up. 

*Of course, try to avoid poten- 
tially dangerous situations, but if 
you know that you are going to 
be, for example, walking through 
a dark parking lot by yourself, 
walk with your keys positioned 


in your hand .so that one poini 
outward from between your fir 
gers. If you can hit someone ihi 
way, you can hurt him. 
♦Finally, keep an air of conf 
dence about you. Attackers pic 
victims that they believe will b 
weak. If you make noise, figh 
back, and respond with confl 
dence instead of fear, an attacke 
will be less sure of himself, arn, 
more likely to decide that h 
picked the wrong person to vie 
timize. 

If you are interested in leaminj 
more about self-defense, yo) 
have plenty of options. You ca; 
take either aerobic kick-boxing q 
traditional tae kwon do at Ta: 
kwon do Plus, or you can regij 
ter for HPE 212, Beginning Tai 
Kwon Do Karate for one hour a 
credit next fall.

A very active group on campus, 
the Black Students Alliance, bet- 
ter known as the BSA, has dedi- 
cated itself to the task of creat- 
ing a greater awareness of the 
diversity that exists within 
Wesleyan’s student population. 
Whether it is by hosting frequent 
social events or by providing an 
outlet for the creative expression 
of students, the BSA has had a 
significant impact on Wesleyan’s 
campus life. 

“ Our goal is to promote an un- 
derstanding of Wesleyan’s diver- 
sity and to provide also a posi- 
tive atmosphere for the accep- 
tance of this diversity,” stated 
Charity Kirk, chaplain of BSA. 
The BSA came into existence at 
Wesleyan in 1975, when there 
were five African American stu- 
dents on campus. “ It was estab- 
lished with the primary aim of 
providing support for students of 
minority groups who were being 
discriminated against in the so- 
ciety,” commented Kendra 
Rhoulhac, the vice-president of 
the group. “ We wanted them to 
know that at Wesleyan they 
would be treated as equally as 
everyone else,” she added. The 
very existence of the BSA is a re- 
flection of Wesleyan’s goal of pro- 
viding an educational system that 
recognizes the equality of all stu- 
dents. 

In addition, BSA is also very in- 
volved in community service. 
Last semester, they helped Habi- 
tat for Humanity build houses for 
the less fortunate. Moreover, the 
group tries to maintain a positive 


relationship with the various 
clubs on campus. For example, 
they have established the tradi- 
tion that on every fourth Sunday, 
all the members of the Baptist 
Student Union and the BSA at- 
tend church service together. 

“The Black Students Alliance 
has many goals for the future;” 
stated Kendra, “we want to be 
able to be more active in the com- 
munity and to form stronger ties 
with the other BSA on other cam- 
puses.” Dr. Meeks, the advisor 
for BSA, also expressed similar 
hopes, but she was quick to em- 
phasize the political role that BSA 
plays on campus.

The problem is that these 
forwards are usually utterly 
fabricated. They are fictions 
concocted by pranksters, and if 
we read the same thing in the 
National Enquirer, we would 
scoff. 

*Don’t open any email with the 
subject “SUCKER!” Virus warnings 
claim that an email virus is 
circulating that will turn your 
hard drive into scrap metal, 
which is enough to send chills up 
the spines of most computer 
users. They use a lot of technical 
language, claiming that the virus 
will, “set off a chain reaction of 
binary transducer conversions 
and rewrite the modular code”. 
This is pure fantasy. All that 
technical-sounding gibberish is 
there to gain your trust. Forwards 
that warn against opening email 
are hoaxes. You can’t get a virus 
by opening an email. You can, 
however, get one from opening 
an attachment. Unless you know 
and trust the originator of the 
message, you should never open 
an attachment on a forward. Ever. 

“Pass it on or else!” Chain 
letters have not changed much, 
except to become easier to send.’ 
They offer promises of romantic 
delight for those who follow 
instructions and years of 
rejection for those who don’t. 
Email has made chain letters as 
easy to pass on as clicking 

forward,” “address book,” and 
choosing the names of one’s 
favorite friends/victims.

These forwards 
claim that a company is offering 
free stuff for sending the 
message onward. Usually, the 
directions are accompanied by 
testimonials of people who just 
received free cloihes,a car, etc. 
Supposedly, a sophisticated 
tracking system embedded in the 
email will trace everyone who 
participates, and will reward each 
accordingly. However, it is not 
currently possible to embed a 
tracking system in an email 
message. Besides most of these 
are so silly, they're insulting. Try 
a little internet-detective work 
before sending and you’ll almost 
always find a claim that doesn’t 
square with easily available facts. 

“Have a heart.” These requests 
usually involve appeasing a dying 
child.

Faith and tolerance are 
two attitudes that are of- 
ten hard to combine.

No one seems ea- 
ger to learn about other 
cultures, beliefs, or reli- 
gions. When's the last 
time, anyone who wasn't 
a member of a cultural or 
religious organization felt 
comfortable enough to at- 
tend a meeting by one of 
those groups? 

We have images in our 
heads on what people will 
be like based on superfi- 
cial things like race, reli- 
gion, or sexuality. Why do 
we allow things like this to 
matter. The important 
thing should be what the 
person is like instead of 
things that they feel they 
can't control. Whether 
your prejudice against 
someone is religious -ased 
(which shouldn't matter 
since most religions 
preach tolerance-which 
admittedly isn’t often 
practiced) or based on 
your racial or cultural 
background (which are 
ideas and experiences 
taught to us, but often not 
the ones we've chosen for 
ourselves), that doesn't 
mean that you shouldn't 
stop and question your 
own beliefs.

Valentinus decided to 
secretly continue to marry young 
couples. When his actions were 
discovered, the Emperor ordered 
that he be put to death. 

While in prison, it is believed 
that Valentinus actually sent the 
first “valentine” greeting card him- 
self. He fell in love with a young 
girl, believed to be his jailor’s 
daughter, who regularly visited 
him during his confinement. 

Before his death, Valentinus 
wrote the girl a letter, which he 
signed “from your valentine,” an 
expression that is still in use 
today. Although we do not know 
the actual truths behind the 
Valentine legends, the stories 
present him as a sympathetic, 
heroic, and, most importantly, 
romantic figure. His character 
lives on through the present gen- 
eration, as we imitate his genuine 
expression of love each 
Valentine’s Day.

Georgia to Launch $6 Million Anti-Tobacco Campaign t 

Georgia is making plans to attack tobacco producers in a # ‘ 
million anti- tobacco campaign. The state has been criticized for j 
not spending enough money to combat tobacco use, particular- ^ 
ly among teens. The money for the campaign is coming from ij 
settlement secured by 46 other states in a deal with the tobacco 
industry. The 1998 agreement requires tobacco- product manu 
facturers to pay the states $206 billion during the next 25 years, 
with $201 million coming to Georgia alone. In lanuary, tbf 
Campaign for Tobacco -Free Kids reported that few states 
reached the minimum funding level required by the Centers for 
Disease Control, located in Atlanta. This organization had 
declared the “minimum level” for prevention efforts to be $423 
million. Georgia contributed approximately $15.8 million for 
prevention efforts. Of the $15.8 million, about $6 million wJl 
go toward a statewide media campaign.

March is National Women’s Month 

promotes women taking control of their health

Women have unique concerns 
about their physical and mental 
health. Eating disorders, depres- 
sion, menstrual concerns, and 
breast cancer are just a few of the 
health issues that Wesleyan stu- 
dents may face. March 8th is 
International Women’s Day, the 
cornerstone of Women’s History 
Month. March is also Cancer 
Awareness Month and National 
Nutrition Month. This seems to 
be an appropriate time to look at 
the health concerns of women on 
our campus. 

Mental Health 

Tamara Martin is the director 
of Counseling at Wesleyan 
College. She counsels students 
with a variety of concerns rang- 
ing from relationship problems to 
body image issues. Although the 
majority of students who visit 
Tamara are dealing with trouble- 
some relationships, depression 
and eating disorders are also 
common. In fact, depression 
accounts for 20% of the visits to 
the counseling center, and eating 
disorders account for 8%. Both 
of these problems are important 
issues in women’s health. 

Women are at least twice as 
likely as men to experience 
depression. This may be due to 
biological factors or societal pres- 
sures. Of course, the transition to 


college brings several new stres- 
sors into a woman’s life, and 
Tamara attributes a lot of the 
cases of depression on campus to 
this. According to Tamara, a 
recent study has also shown 
smoking cigarettes to be a possi- 
ble cause of depression. 

Body-image and eating disor- 
ders are other mental health 
issues that mostly affect women. 
Tamara Martin sees students with 
eating disorders frequently. 
Unlike depression, eating disor- 
ders often begin before a woman 
arrives at college. In fact, Tamara 
has only counselled one student 
that began her eating disorder 
after arriving at Wesleyan. It 
often takes a woman five years to 
recognize that she has an eating 
problem and seek treatment for 
it. 

A less-common, but very seri- 
ous mental health concern found 
at Wesleyan College is self-muti- 
lation. Of the 2 million people in 
the United States that purpose- 
fully injure themselves, 70% are 
women between the ages of 1 1 
and 26. This may be because self- 
mutilation is often linked to 
depression and poor body-image. 

Physical Health 

Nettie Baker is the director of 
Health Services at Wesleyan 
College. Many students have 
used the Health Center for aller- 


gies, upper respiratory infections, 
colds, and related problems. 
They often do not realize, howev- 
er, that the Health Center offers 
other essential (and often free) 
services to the women of 
Wesleyan College. Pelvic exams, 
STD testing, and information 
about breast self examinations 
are all available from Nettie or Dr. 
McCleskey, who visits twice a 
week. All of these can be done 
confidentially, and the only cost 
to students is lab testing fees, 
which are often covered by insur- 
ance plans. 

Wesleyan students often ncl- 
glect to take proper care of them- 
selves. When Nettie asks a stu- 
dent if she performs breast self- 
examinations, the answer is most 
often “No.” The Health Center 
can be used as a resource for 
health information. The Health 
Center has a collection of 
brochures and pamphlets about 
common health concerns for 
women, including STDs and 
breast cancer. A student can also 
receive information and advice 
on nutrition and weight manage- 
ment. Dr. McCleskey is available 
to speak with students about 
their questions and concerns, 
even if the student is perfectly 
healthy at the time. 

One health issue that many 
Wesleyan students face is painful 


menstrual cycles. Nettie Baker 
points out that the Health Center 
can often help diagnose and treat 
these problems. Because the 
campus physician. Dr. 
McCleskey, is female and familiar, 
students might feel more com- 
fortable talking to her before see- 
ing an unfamiliar specialist. If a 
specialist is needed, however, 
Nettie can help set up an appoint- 
ment with a local doctor. 

Staying Healthy 

Both Nettie Baker and Tamara 
Martin are committed to keeping 
Wesleyan women healthy. To 
encourage mental health, Tamara 
recommends that students seek 
out support systems of family 
and friends. She hopes that stu- 
dents will accept the fact that 
“everyone experiences successes 
and failures... That s just part of 
life!” 

Nettie would like to see more 
students practicing preventative 
health measures. Students can be 
screened for such problems as 
high blood pressure, high choles- 
terol, and diabetes at any time by 
simply visiting Nettie. Pelvic 
exams and STD tests can be done 
on campus at the Health Center. 
Concerns and questions can often 
be answered by email or phone, 
and Nettie welcomes students to 
keep in touch with her in these 
ways.

Extra Money for Georgia Schools 

Bush has called for an increase of more than 10 percent in federal 
school funding, including extra money for reading programs, and has 
promised to hold schools accountable for success. Thus, education 
would get the largest percentage increase of any priority under this 
first federal budget plan. However, Georgia state officials say they do 
not know exactly how much Georgia schools will get or how it will be 
used, because federal funding provides less than 10 percent of the $10 
billion to $1 1 billion that Georgia schools spend on K-12 education 
each year. However, the officials are still satisfied with Bush’s plan 
because under the proposal, states would have more ability to decide 
how federal aid is spent, rather than having Washington dictate its 
uses.

American Hostages Released 

Three oil workers held hostage in the jungles of Ecuador returned 
home to Oregon after five months in captivity. The hostages left 
Quito, Ecuador’s capital, by private plane after undergoing medical 
examinations. They were among 10 people abducted at gunpoint on 
October 12 from an oil field in the Pompey, a jungle region about 45 
miles south of the border with Colombia. The hostages included five 
Americans, a New Zealander, two French men, a Chilean and an 
Argentine. The kidnappers were believed to have been professional 
kidnappers from Colombia, Ecuador’s northern neighbor. They 
killed one American in order to pressure his employer to pay a ran- 
som. It is uncertain whether a ransom was ever paid, but Ecuador’s 
government has raised concerns that any ransom payment would 
encourage other kidnappings in the country’s northern border 
region. 

International 
Bush Aids Salvadorans 

El Salvador has suffered two major earthquakes in the past two 
months, one on January 13 and another on February 13. The quakes 
devastated the country, leaving significant proportions of the popu- 
lation homeless and causing damage estimated to range into the bil- 
lions of dollars 

To aid the Salvadorans, President Bush pledged $52 million in recon- 
struction assistance for this year and expects to match it next year. He 
also granted Salvadorans 18 months of relief from deportation, 
allowing them to continue to work and send money home to their 
earthquake-shattered country regardless of their residency status. 
Among those affected by the move are about 1,100 Salvadorans cur- 
rently in Immigration and Naturalization Service custody, awaiting 
repatriation. In defending the position that he has taken. Bush said, 
“the recent earthquake in Washington State brings home to the citi- 
zens of our nation how natural disaster can strike any of us. And it 
reminds us of our obligation to reach out to help those in other 
nations struggling in the wake of disaster to rebuild their homes and 
ives.” 


Who’s Who: St. Patrick

St. Patrick’s Day is the tradi- 
tional Irish holiday celebrated 
year-round, worldwide on March 
17th. St. Patrick is the patron 
saint and natural apostle of 
Ireland, born in the late fourth 
century. Most of what is known 
about him comes from his two 
works, the Confessio (his autobi- 
ography) and the Epistola (a 
denunciation of British mistreat- 
ment of Irish Christians). St. 


Patrick is credited with bringing 
Christianity to Ireland. He 
encountered the Druids at Tara 
and defeated them. By defeating 
them, he abolished their Pagan 
rights. He converted the warrior 
chiefs and princes, baptizing 
them and thousands of their sub- 
jects. 

There are several accounts of 
St. Patrick’s death. One says that 
St. Patrick died at Saul, Down 
Patrick, Ireland, on March 17, 460 
A.D. His jawbone was preserved 
in a silver shrine and was often 


requested in times of childbirth, 
epileptic fits, and as a preservative 
against the evil eye. Another 
account says that St. Patrick 
ended his days at Glastonbury, 
England and was buried there. 
The Chapel of St. Patrick still 
exists as part of Glastonbury 
Abbey. Today, many Catholic 
places of worship all around the 
world are named after St. Patrick, 
including cathedrals in New York 
City, Dublin, Ireland, 
Toowoomba, Queensland, and 
Australia.

“rm a twelve-month basket- 
ball player,* is probably the most 
serious statement Jennifer 
McKeithan managed during the 
entire interview. Her jaw line 
squared and her eyes shadowed. 
One could flashback to over 
twenty games this past season in 
which McKeithan displayed this 
same determined look. In keep- 
ing one cautious eye on every 
player and another on the coach- 
es and referees, she chants, “I 
can’t mess up. My team needs 
me. What can I do to help my 
team?” In a constant alert mode, 
this first year point guard surveys 
the court, noting who is on and 
who is not and studying the other 
team’s defense strategies. 

McKeithan, affectionately 
called Tigga by those 
Wesleyannes who have discov- 
ered her silly side, has been play- 
ing basketball since third grade, 
probably under the sunny skies of 
Palm Beach, Florida where she 
originates from. Tigga believes 
that being a team player means 
putting the team before you. This 
is very important because it is so 
difficult to win without being a 
team player. The Pioneer final 
record included 12 wins and 12 
losses with two of those losses 
coming in overtime games and a 
history of others being almost as 
tough, hard-played games. The 
team finished with a scoring aver- 
age of 75.7 points per game, up 
from 49.7 points per game only 
last year. The Pioneers ranked as 
the 18th highest scoring team in 
the nation for Division III 
schools. Coach William Carter 
comments, “What a difference a 


year makes.* 

And what a difference this 
year’s team has made. E’Lisa 
Ladson finished fourth in the 
nation in scoring with 25.8 points 
per game, second in three-point- 
ers at 3.9 points per game, and 
sixteenth in steals with 4.1 per 
game and 94 total. Ladson has 
had her share of limelight, being 
nominated for the Kodak All- 
American Award and earning 
MVP of the Agness Scott Tip-off 
Tournament. Both she and 
Chanel Thomas, who led the 
team with 182 rebounds, played 
on the AU-toumament Team of 
Women’s Colleges Tournament. 
Thomas is second on the team in 
scoring 12.1 points per game. 
Jessica Smith, Arletha Williams, 
Aliscia Pitts, Teira Wallace, 
Yonella Vargas, and Marlisa 
Lewis, along with several others 


players who could not complete 
the season, contributed to 
Weselyan’s remarkable year. The 
Pioneers had the third highest 
shooting percentage for a single 
game with a 30 for 45 shooting 
game. Tigga finished with 9.7 
average points per game (a solid 
10 is impressive for a point 
guard) and led the team with 5.3 
on average assists and 85 total. 

Fans have made a difference, 
too. Tigga was surprised to learn 
that audience member numbers 
shot up this season. “I feel good 
because they are paying attention 
to the game,” she smiles. Number 
32 believes her greatest strength 
lies in her ability to control the 
ball. She boasts of her skillful 
dribbling and complete passes. 
However, Tigga is the first to 
admit that her defense is not 
where she wants it. “Free throws 


game,” Tigga added. She watches 
video cassettes, which are “street” 
basketball tapes and shoots end- 
less shots outside of games. The 
Pioneers have had many chal- 
lenging games this semester. 
Tigga jokes that she is too hard on 
herself in these tough situations. 
She is not ashamed to admit that 
she cries when she loses compo- 
sure. The audience probably will 
not notice, however, because she 
has developed a strange defense 
mechanism. “I make myself get 
the big head,” Tigga says, “Boost 
myself up like these girls can’t 
take me!”

' Nothing less is expected of an 

■ Ivy League alumna than the title 
‘Her Majesty,” but the queen for- 
oierly known as Lisa Najeeb 
Halaby is full of noteworthy 
iccoraplishments. Shortly after 
Rcming her B. A. in Architecture 
and Urban Planning, Queen Noor 
worked in Australia, Iran, the 
United States, and Jordan assisting 
in several international urban 
planning and design projects. She 
traveled throughout the Arab 
nation researching aviation train- 
ing facilities. Her hard work 
helped establish the Arab Air 
University in Jordan. Ultimately, 
she obtained the title Director of 
Planning and Design Projects for 
'Royal Jordanian airline. 

Queen Noor s marriage to the 
hteKing Hussein lasted 21 years 
ffld added four children to the 


royal family. Throughout 
her marriage and moth- 
erhood, Queen Noor 
supported mother and 
child health care, educa- 
tion, women’s develop- 
ment, environmental 
protection, culture, and 
public architecture and 
planning. She is an active 
member of several inter- 
national and United 
Nations organizations 
that address global 
changes in these fields. 

“A few short years 
ago, globalization was 
viewed almost universal- 
ly as the answer to the 
world s ills - at least by 
those doing the globaliz- 
ing,” Queen Noor began 
her speech at the 52nd 
Annual Non- 

Government 
Organization 
Conference sponsored 
by the Department of 
Public Information at the 
United Nations. She contin- 
ued, “Newly permeable borders, 
wondrous technological advances 
and the rapid expansion of global 
markets would promote economic 
efficiency, generate growth, yield 
profits, and perhaps even provide

opportunity and prosperity for all 
the world’s people. But these 
hopes have not materialized. 
According to UNDP’s Human 
Development Report of 1999, the 
human development index scores 
of 48 countries have fallen signifi- 


cantly in standard of liv- 
ing in the past year, 
including 10 out of 17 
Arab nations, Iordan 
among them. The grow- 
ing wedge between rich- 
er and poorer individu- 
als and countries is fun- 
damentally unfair and 
seriously destabilizing.” 

Iordan, surrounded 
by Israel, Syria, Iraq, and 
Saudi Arabia, is slightly 
smaller than Indiana 
according to the World 
Faetbook 2000. It has 
inadequate supplies of 
water and other natural 
resources such as oil. The 
Persian Gulf Crisis, 
which began in August 
1990, aggravated 

Jordan’s already serious 
economic problems. The 
disturbing statistics 
recited by Queen Noor at 
this highly publicized 
conference are real, but 
she is making a continued 
effort to improve these con- 
ditions. She travels worldwide 
speaking on behalf of internation- 
al exchange and understanding of 
Middle Eastern politics, Arab- 
Western relations (her parents are 
Arab- American) and current 


global issues throughout the 
world. The King Hussein 
Foundation, chaired by Queen 
Noor, was established by Royal 
Decree in 1999 following her hus- 
band’s death. The Foundation is a 
national and international non- 
profit, non-governmental organi- 
zation dedicated to giving mean- 
ingful expression to the late King’s 
humanitarian vision and legacy 
with emphasis on democracy and 
peace, education and leadership, 
environment and health. 

Queen Noor is a fascinating 
woman. She speaks Arabic, 
English, and French. She enjoys 
skiing, water skiing, tennis, sailing, 
horseback riding, reading, garden- 
ing, and photography. Please visit 
her official website at 
www.noor.gov.jo.

I had night- 
mares of tall, slender, very suspi- 
cious looking men dressed all in 
black dumping ballots into the 
Atlantic Ocean and laughing hys- 
terically at the tops of their lungs. 
Instead of sheep, I counted slips of 
paper that seemed to be missing 
an important candidate and in the 
crossword puzzle I finally man- 
aged to complete, none of the 
clues matched the answers. Yes, life 
was getting pretty weird. To make 
a long story short, the entire 
episode did a number to my emo- 
tional state. 

Shortly thereafter, much debate 
arose about whether online voting 
would have been a better choice, 
but I guess some of those debaters 
failed to realize that about 200 
service people overseas did cast 
absentee ballots online in the pre- 
vious election as part of a pilot 
project by the Department of 
Defense. Don’t feel bad. I had no 
idea either until I conducted a little 
background research for this edi- 
torial. In fact. Democrats in 
Arizona voted online in March in 
that state’s presidential primary. In 
January, Republicans in Alaska 
used the Internet for a poll, too.

Others complain voter turnout 
didnt increase with the online 
voting as they had hoped, but 
expected. On the positive side 


online voting is cheaper, faster, 
and more convenient than tradi- 
tional paper ballots. 

Apparently, everything techno- 
logically advanced is cheaper, 
faster, and more convenient these 
days so those pros are warily 
accepted as true. I was active in the 
general elections and used the 
online voting system. The electron- 
ic ballot was easy to understand 
and to complete. I liked being able 
to vote at my own convenience. For 
someone with such a hectic sched- 
ule, this is a great bonus. I also 
enjoyed the privacy of voting from 
my own computer - no pressure 
from candidates eyeing the election 
box or fellow Wesleyannes quietly 
endorsing their friends who are 
running for office.

The “Electronic 
Voting Rules” on the first page of 
the SGA Elections Ballot assures 
that all votes are anonymous and 
secure. It states IDs and votes are 
recorded in separate databases 
that cannot be connected.

Intict,aaording to the SGA con- 
idtution, the Elections Committee 
basfiveresponsibilities: (1) to col- 
lect and post election cards, (2) to 
des^ and print ballots, (3) to set 


up the voting booth at breakfast, 
lunch, and dinner on the day of 
the election, (4) to assist the 
Elections Chair and the other 
members of the committee in 
counting votes, and (5) to be 
familiar with Article V of senate 
by-laws. Nowhere in the constitu- 
tion does it mention online voting 
as a method of voting and stu- 
dents did not vote to amend the 
methods or create an appropriate 
stipulation. WiU the real members 
of this year s Elections Committee 
please stand up? 

Then again, the SGA lists many 
things that are not exactly fol- 
lowed. Unqualified persons run- 
ning for an office is nothing new 
to the Wesleyan College campus. 
Members of the junior class 
should be very familiar with this 
concept. It s not often that stu- 
dents run opposed in most cases, 
but in the event of SGA President, 
you would think students should 
be more careful. All nominations 
are approved through Student 
Affairs first, but apparently even 
they didn’t catch this one. Two of 
the three candidates for SGA 
President were not qualified 
(according to the SGA constitu- 
tion) to run for office and the 
(forgive the awkwardness here) 
lesser unqualified candidate won. 
Now, how about that? Of course, 
you could argue that qualification 
requirements shouldn’t be so stat- 
ic that a worthy candidate doesn’t 
have the chance to run on that 
basis. In this respect, I could agree 
since I personally felt one of the 


constitutionally unqualified can- 
didates is completely capable of 
holding the office, but if we don’t 
follow guidelines, we’re bound to 
run into trouble. The purpose of 
drafting and approving a constitu- 
tion is so that the organization will 
have a reliable and orderly way of 
handling business. The last presi- 
dential election was not a fiasco 
because of parliamentary proce- 
^dure, but because those proce- 
dures became unreliable and 
unorderly. 

If the students cannot com- 
pletely trust a system designed to 
help them then how reliable is that 
system? Would it be so difficult to 
present such matters before the 
student body before assuming 
them best? Cases like this one 
remind me of my mother telling 
me to eat more squash instead of 
the last slice of chocolate cake sim- 
ply because “mother knows best.” 
Even to this day, I hate squash and 
gorge on chocolate. This is not to 
say that students should reject the 
new online voting system and 
stick with paper ballots, but that 
options presented by the adminis- 
tration should take the students 
into consideration and debated 
among the students for some 
compromise. We all know every 
Wesleyan student is not capable of 
casting votes with the online sys- 
tem. Perhaps, computer services 
should work harder to ensure 
everyone is satisfactorily online.

Online Voting Survey Results 

Out of 22 usable votes: 

20 students voted (91% of sur- 
vey voters)

20 would have liked to be aware 
of the candidates running for 
office 48 hours prior to voting

20 would have liked to hear 
about each candidate’s platform in 
the Election Forum (91%) 

19 believed the student body 
should have approved implement- 
ing the new online voting system 
first (86%) 

Student Affairs/Student 
Government Association re|>orted 
both 106 and 123 calculated votes. 
I based the percentages using the 
more likely 106 figure. 

Comments from actual students: 

“Somehow, it seems that the 
SGA Constitution has been com- 
pletely disregarded by Student 
Affairs. This does not surprise me. 
It is part of a pattern this year of 
certain people with authority in 
our school abusing their power 
and disregarding the decisions of 
the students (such as those laid 
forth in the SGA Constitution). 

“Leave it to the computer nerd 
to actually like online voting. Sure 
it’s new and different, but there’s 
very little difference between 


online and a piece of paper. For 
one thing, paper votes can be mis- 
counted way easier than electronic 
ones. Papers get stuck together. 
Eyes get tired. I could go on.” 

“It is such a shame that people 
feel like they can’t handle change, 
so they must find anything and 
complain about it....So, it seems 
hypocritical of ourselves to argue 
against something that effectively 
made elections faster and more 
convenient. If people can’t ‘handle’ 
the results, that is one thing, but to 
directly attack the one change that 
seems to benefit the entire student 
body, 1 simply cannot stand aside 
and listen.” 

“I am extremely disappointed 
at the fact that Student Affairs 
intentionally broke the Election 
By-Laws by granting 2 unqualified 
candidates permission to 
run....This rule was broken when 
he [)ason Pontiusl granted per- 
mission when he was fully aware 
that a qualified student was will- 
ing and able to run in the election 
- so, the position would have been 
filled without the extra candidates. 
1 feel, due to talking to the people 
involved and having one recount a 
conversation with Jason, that this 
happened due to partialism, on 
the Student Affairs behalf, on the 
outcome of the election, or what 
the outcome would have been 
without the extra candidates.” 

“Last I checked, democracy 
doesn’t mean voting until one 
group likes the outcome.” 

“But who determines qualifica- 
tions?” 

“If the student is a good leader 
yet has only been on SGA a short 
amount of time and wants a high 
office that I know she’ll succeed in 
then that’s qualification for me. 
Either that or she has to be 
35...just kidding.”

The 
Indian dances that were performed 
were the panjabi dance, garba (a 
traditional Indian dance), and a 
Nip Ngs dance. Harambe dance 
troop also p>erformed at the Festival 
representing Africa. Other per- 
formances included International 
Club members singing songs from 
Indonesia, Nigeria, Bangladesh, 
Korea, and China as well as a Tae 
Kwon Do demonstration by Dr. 
Rhodes and fellow Tae Kwon Do 
enthusiasts. 

After the performance. 
International Club provided 
events such as Chinese painting, 
hair braiding, henna painting, and 
face painting. Fara Khann left the 
festival with a Chinese symbol for 
“love” painted on a piece of one of 
the boards that Dr. Rhodes had 
broken. As Fara showed me the 
newly painted board, she smiled 


and said that the festival was 
“wonderful” and that she enjoyed 
everything: the food, the perform- 
ances, and of course the Chinese 

Painting as well. 

Farzana Ajani, International 
Club President, recalls the event 
with a smile as well. She explains 
that 120 people came to the 
International Festival which was 
“more than expected” because it 
was a bigger turn out than the 
year before. 

She concluded that the festival 
was “a great success” but that it 
could not have been done without 
her “hardworking, loyal members 
that helped” with all the aspects of 
the festival.

I had a nanny until 1 was 
18, so I never used to do any- 
thing. When I got here, I was by 
myself in my room. So yes, 1 did 
change. But I think it’s better.” 

What kind of friends do you 
have? Do you have many 
American friends? 

“If you look at my good 
friends, they arc all international. 
But I can’t say. I don’t know.” 

Is there something that you 
would like to sec different — food, 
people, classes, whatever? 

“Classes, no. 1 like the school. I 
think the school is fine. First 
when I got here, the campus is so 
small; I was getting frustrated to 
see the same people every day. 
But now 1 kind of like it because 
you get to know everybody, and it 
just feels good to know to say 
“Hi”, and just feel that you know 
the people. You don’t get that at a 
big university. And the food, yes, I 
miss European food. I do.” 

Do you have any impression 
from your own experience and 
your interaction with other 
international students that you 
as a group need something but 
that need is not met? 

“Yeah. Most of the time they 
complain about food. Like the 
vegetarians and everything, they 
don’t have enough diversity. They 
only have salad and veggie burg- 
ers. And they don’t even have like 


kitchens or something where you 
can go and cook.” 

What do you think about the 
transportation issue? 

*1 think h was bad last semes- 
ter, but now I think it’s getting 
better with the shuttle. Like I 
heard a lot of people are taking 
the shuttle and going to the mall 
and the movies, you know. It’s a 
good thing.” 

After you left your country 
and you lived somewhere else for 
awhile do you fed different about 
your country?

Other students, including 
sophomore McKinzie Beitz, were 
shocked by the news and scared 
for family members as well. Beitz 
was listening to the radio on her 
way to the art building when she 
heard the news. As she listened, 
she realized “Oh my gosh, this is 
bigger than just accidents,” and felt 
“very scared for my dad because 
he was supposed to go to Detroit” 
via plane. Fortunately, the plane 
rescheduled. Another friend of the 
family escaped disaster since he 
decided to postpone a meeting at 
the Pentagon. 

Martha Smith, sophomore, 
experienced shock similar to Beitz 
when she returned to her room 
after class and saw a notice left on 
her board from her roommate 
instructing her to watch CNN. 
Smith’s first sight “was two smok- 
ing buildings. After that “I just 
watched without knowing, and I 
found tears streaming down my 
face, and I never cry.” 

At first the impact of what she 
was seeing seemed unreal, but as 
she contemplated the people inside 
the collapsing buildings, the situa- 
tion became suddenly clear. 


Everywhere it was chaos, but Wesleyan staff, faculty, and the 
you re watching from the televi- sense of sisterhood on the campus 
sion.

sense of grief was hard to cement, 
because “you can’t pinpoint your 
sorrow when it’s a building; you 
can’t direct your anger.” 

Freshman and international 
student from Jordan, Shada El- 
Sharif, felt disbelief at the news she 
watched while gathered with her 
friends in one room. Later, her 
parents called and asked her to 
keep a low profile and stay on 
campus so that she would not be 
subjected to abuse. She believes 
that “one shouldn’t be forced to 
hide a faith,” but acknowledged 
the stereotypes that caused many 
people, although none on campus, 
to lash out at those who are of 
Arab decent or merely seem to be 
Arab. A Mudim, El-Sharif is 
“proud of my culture, proud of 
our peaceful views,” and wishes 
that the American media would 
talk “about the Muslim or Arab 
organizations that are helping, 
that are trying to contribute in 
some way.” 

Throughout the ordeal, those 
interviewed believe that the 


Two people in particular - Tamara 
Martin and Rev. Bill Hurdle - were 
mentioned repeatedly as being 
extremely caring and helpful. The 
Candle Light Vigil also helped 
with the hurt. After losing her 
three cousins, a student needed a 
way to release the pain, and she is 
“very grateful to Natalie and the 
rest of SGA for pulling together 
the Candle Light Vigil because I 
think we needed it. I think we find 
strength in each other, especially at 
a time when we need each other 
like that.” Beitz liked everyone 
“being there for each other - that’s 
what sisterhood is about.” A stu- 
dent believes that “I couldn’t have 
made it through the past two 
weeks without the support of my 
friends and sisters.” The recent 
convocation on terrorism provid- 
ed a forum for discussing con- 
cerns and fears, and Smith and El- 
Sharif found it extremely inform- 
ative and productive. 

Fears for the future range from 
Smith’s concern for the economy 
and the effect in the financial 


world to Beitz s prediction of war. 
El-Sharif thinks “it would be 
refreshing to find a solution 
peacefully," but most acknowledge 
that more innocents in the future 
will have to pay the price for the 
terrorist acts. However, all is not 
grim. All four students believe that 
some good will surface fixmi the 
attack. Smith believes “this patri- 
otism is comforting. We are a 
strong nation." Beitz feels the 
anack will bring a new sense of 
camaraderie, since everyone is 
“going to watch out for each other 
a little more. People are going to 
see we’re not the immortal 
America. Things can happen to us 
that are bad, but we can get 
through it People will survive." 
One student mirrors Beitz belief 
of a strong nation when saying it 
was a “terrible tragedy, but 1 really 
fed that our country is strong 
enough and good enough to pull 
through this ... I see nothing less 
of us.” When asked of a positive 
aspect of the attack, the same stu- 
dent simply stated, “1 see our 
nation was so divided none of that 
matters anymore. We’re not black, 
white, male, female, gay, straight, 
we’re all Americans.

In the weeks since the attacks, the 
stares and whispers have been 
obvious to both of us. For exam- 
ple. the weekend after the 1 1th, we 
went to a car show at the Atlanta 
Motor Speedway. As we were 
walking past one group of partic- 
ularly Southern individuals, I 


heard one of them say 
“Afghanistan." 

Usually, people keep their com- 
ments more to themselves, but the 
looks on their faces betray their 
thoughts. We cannot walk into 
any restaurant without attracting 
the attention of all the other 
guests, who pause their conversa- 
tions and meals to stare at us until 
we arc seated. 

These are only a few examples 
of how things have changed for us 
since September 1 1th. I know that 
things may never be the same 
again, but 1 wish that people 
would be more cognizant of the 
way they treat those who are dif- 
ferent from them. Being “brown" 
does not make a person a terrorist.

Anthrax: Why the band is changing its name

Anthrax is currendy mentioned 
in the nws constandy because of 
the 17 cases of infection in New 
York, Kansas City, and several 
other locations. Many Americans 
are now taking precautions to 
avoid coming in contact with the 
bacteria, but many still do not 
even know what anthrax is, how it 
is contracted, how it is treated, or 
how to prevent it. 

Anthrax is an often fatal disease 
associated with contact with farm 
animals and was rarely seen in the 
United States because of intensive 
livestock immunization programs 
until its use as a biological 
weapon. Anthrax still exists as a 
widespread disease in areas like 
Asia, Africa, and the Middle East. 
Anthrax is caused by the bacteri- 
um Bacillus anthracis and is seen 
in two forms: a skin form and a 
pulmonary form. 

The skin form is transmitted 
through a break in the skin after 
having contact with a farm animal. 
Lesions form, and the dead skin 
crusts and eventually falls off. The 
infection may spread throughout 
the blood stream, causing shock, 
sweating, cyanosis, and collapse. 
This incidence happens in about 1 
out of 100,000 infected people. 


The pulmonary form of anthrax is 
transmitted through the inhala- 
tion of anthrax spores. As a result, 
the person infected contracts 
pneumonia that immediately 
causes respiratory distress that 
may be followed by death. 

The skin form of anthrax is usu- 
ally treated with antibiotics like 
penicillin, ciprofloxacin, and tetra- 
cycline. Penicillin is the most com- 
mon treatment for the skin form 
of anthrax, but it must be given 
intravenously. Unfortunately, 
despite penicillin treatment and 
intensive care, 90 percent of those 
infected with the pulmonary form 
of anthrax die. 

Before the cases of anthrax in the 
United States there was no advised 
prevention for the disease. 
However, the vaccine was offered to 
travelers going to countries where 
anthrax exposure was high. Now 
testing for anthrax is offered to any 
\^4lo believe they may be infected 
with the disease, but still no 
method of prevention is advised 
except not to open any suspicious 
pieces of mail to avoid coming in 
contact with the bacteria. 

Anthrax as a Biological Weapon: 

Anthrax is practically the per- 
fect biological weapon. It is more 
lethal than the mpst deadly chem- 
ical warfare agent, is easy to pro- 
duce, and easy to use as a weapon. 


100 million doses of anthrax per 
gram are more than 100, 000 times 
more fatal than the deadliest 
chemical warfare agent. Since 
anthrax spores are invisible, it is 
virtually impossible to suspect its 
presence, making anthrax even 
more deadly. Also, the pulmonary 
form of anthrax is used as a bio- 
logical weapon, so almost all of the 
people infected will die. 

Anthrax is easy to produce 
because of the widespread avail- 
ability of the materials used to 
produce it. In addition, informa- 
tion about producing anthrax is 
easy to obtain and not very high 
tech, allowing it to be produced in 
large quantities. Last, anthrax can 
be utilized as a weapon easily 
because of its storing capabilities. 
Anthrax can be stored almost 
indefinitely as a powder and can 
be put in sprayers like crop dusters 
or aerosol cans after being freeze 
dried and sprayed over large areas. 

Currently the United States has 
a limited detection capability of 
anthrax: There is a test conducted 
to verify the presence of the 
spores, but that is only productive 
if no one has been in contact with 
the spores beforehand. So, the 
ease of production, use as a 
weapon, and fatahty anthrax make 
it the deadliest and perfect biolog- 
ical warfare agent.

Wesleyannes introduced to the intranet 
through first online registration

Wesleyan’s first implementation 
of online registration took place 
during the week of October 22 
through 26 for the Spring semes- 
ter of 2002. Registration was 
divided into 5 days 'by semester 
hours, starting with the students 
with the most hours and ending 
with any students who still needed 
to register or change their sched- 
ule. According to Pat Hardeman, 
“Wesleyan had been working 
toward implementing an electron- 
ic [registration] system for several 
years.” Finally, Wesleyan College 
has accomplished its goal of 
streamlining the registration 
process for students.” 

The first attempt at online regis- 
tration ran almost entirely 
smoothly. About 85 percent of the 
student body registered online, 
while the other 15 percent regis- 
tered manually in the Registrars 
Office. The 15 percent who had to 
leave the comfort of their rooms 
to register probably encountered 
technical problems due to an 
overloading of the network and 
the difficulty of registering for 
classes like internships with vari- 


able hours and night classes. 

The most reported problem with 
online registration was the length 
of time it took for students to reg- 
ister at about midnight. Many stu- 
dents logged on at midnight to 
register in an attempt to enroll in 
classes that usually close quickly. 
The apparent overload of the sys- 
tem caused the registration 
process to slow and in some 
extreme cases to boot some stu- 
dents off of the site. Once booted 
off, a few students were unable to 
log on again. CRAs were available 
during the registration process to 
help the students who experi- 
enced problems. 

Overall, Wesleyan’s first attempt 
at running an online registration 
process was a success. More than 
75 percent of the student body 
registered without even leaving 
their rooms and the only widely 
acknowledged problem was the 
overloading of the network. The 
online registration process was 
such a success that Wesleyan 
College will be using online regis- 
tration for the registration in 
March and possibly for every reg- 
istration following.

tests a student s logical reasoning, reading comprehension, writing skills, and also has 
an experimental section. Again, the test is about 3 ? hours in length. 

MCAT. Medical College Admissions Test: It’s for students interested in medical 
school. It is more specialized than many tests in the fact that test-takers must have 
knowledge in biology, physics, general and organic chemistry, along with reasoning 
skills, problem solving, and writing skills. The MCAT weighs in at a tiring 6 hours. 
DAT: Dental Admissions Test: Future dentists need this test, and they should study for 
four little mini-tests: Survey of Natural Sciences, Perceptual Ability, Reading 
Comprehension, and Quantitative Reasoning, all of which take, total, about 4 hours 
and 1 5 minutes. 

PCAT: Pharmacy College Admissions Test: This test is for pharmacy students. Like 
the MCAT, the PCAT demands knowledge of biology and chemistry, along with verbal 
and quantitative ability, and reading comprehension. The test takes 3 ? hours. 

VCAT: Veterinary College Admissions Test: This used to be the standard test for vet- 
erinary schools. Now schools look more for GRE scores, so one should make sure to 
find the exact needs for the school she wants to apply to. 

OAT: Optometry Admission Test: All students wanting to be optometrists must take 
this school for admission. The test is almost 4 hours, and is composed of sections on 
natural sciences, physics, reading ability, and quantitative comprehension.

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Shenandoah returns with the Bright Heaven of Invention Troupe 

Troupe performs Henry V and Comedy of Errors

Wesleyan students were in for 
a theatrical treat on the two nights 
of Monday and Tuesday, 
November 5th and 6th. The black 
walls of the Grassman Studio 
Theatre encompassed live per- 
formances of two of Shakespeare s 
most famous plays: Henry V and 
The Comedy of Errors, The actors 
were a group from Shenandoah 
Shakespeare. All were members of 
the Bright Heaven of Invention 
tour group. At the end of their sec- 
ond performance, I was fortunate 
enough to conduct an interview 
with this fascinating group of 
young actors, who succeeded at 
capturing the dramatic essence of 
Shakespeare. 

Before the actual interview with 
the actors, their Assistant Director, 
lohn Maness was kind enough to 
shed some light on the history of 
Shenandoah. In 1988, Ralph Alan 
Cohen (the current Executive 
Director of SS) and his pupil Jim 
Warren decided to organize a per- 
formance of Shakespeare’s Richard 
III Ever since then, Shenandoah 
has been recruiting eligible actors to 
perform on tour for periods of 10 
months each. Mr. Maness explained 
how Ralph Cohen “wanted to 
experiment with Elizabethan stag- 
ing conditions to see if that would 
illuminate things in Shakespeare’s 
text, and it did.” He also added that 
Jim Warren “had the idea to start 
this company, and over the course 
of 13 years it has grown into a sort 
of mammoth project. We have 
three tours going out all year round 
. and a new, indoor, Elizabethan 
replica playhouse.” 

The eleven actors then intro- 
duced themselves, and added a lit- 
tle bit of biographical informa-

tion. One of the seven male 
actors, Benjamin Curns, told us 
how he came from an education 
background and had been a high 
school teacher before becoming an 
actor on tour. Ms. Chaya Gordon 
had been acting professionally for 
3 years, and going on regional 
tours. She noted how she thinks 
“all actors need another job!” Her 
“other jobs” includes electrics and 
lighting. Ms. Gordon has a degree 
in chemistry, proving that science 
students can also have a fun and 
creative side! 

Where college is concerned, all 
of the actors hold a college degree. 
Christopher Zorker, holds his 
Bachelor of Fine Arts degree 
(BFA) from Auburn University in 
Alabama, and Stephen Pauley 


earned his from Syracuse 
University. Other universities the 
actors attended for graduate or 
undergraduate education include 
Pennsylvania Uni., Florida School 
of the Arts, San Diego State Uni., 
U of New York and Yale. 

Lindsay Allen, one of the four 
female performers of this group, 
attended a women’s college. She 
explained, however, the differ- 
ences between her college experi- 
ence and how she would expect it 
to be at a women’s college like 
Wesleyan. She explained: “it’s a 
women’s college at Columbia 
University, so it’s a college within a 
larger university. There were males 
living in our dorms and [I] defi- 
nitely had guys in my classes. We 
did not get a lot of the benefits 



that you would get from a 
woman’s college, but I’m an out- 
spoken woman I guess, so I don’t 
know if I would attribute that to 
my college career. I think if I really 
wanted a woman’s college, I would 
probably go to a school like this, as 
opposed to one in the middle of 
New York City.” 

Wesleyan has a very active the- 
atre department, as is evident from 
the success of its last production A 
Piece of My Heart. For those stu- 
dents who are interested to know 
what it takes to be part of such an 
acting group, I posed that question 
to the Shenandoans. Robert 
McClure, who played Henry V in 
Monday s performance, explained: 
“You have to be at least 2 1 years old 
to audition for the company. 1 also 
think what’s great about the com- 
pany is that they accept people who 
have all kinds of training and peo- 
ple who just want to perform 
Shakespeare.” To that, Ms. Heather 
Murdock, who played Adriana, 
wife of Antipholus in The Comedy 
of Errors, added “I’ve heard it said 
that one of the requirements is a 
college degree, but not necessarily a 
theatre degree.” Chaya Gordon 
explained how the company 
searches for people “that don’t just 
have talent in acting, but are skilled 
in other areas. We’re an ensemble 
and we do everything. It’s us and 
the company manager.” In agree- 
ment, Dennis Henry added that “it 
also helps to have musical skills.” 


Those who were fortunate enough 
to attend these performances^ 
remember the modern-day sono, 
this group sang, to the sound of J

and Benjamin Cums. ^ 

During the interview, one of 
our Wesleyan students. Dannicile 
Hires, posed this question “Whafs 
the strangest thing you’ve ever 
encountered, since you do have 
audience participation? Do people i 
do strange things? How do you , 
deal with it?” The actors men- 
tioned how at times during some 
performances, especially in high 
schools, some girls would shout i 
out at the actors. When asked if 
they were ever distracted by such 
comments, Chaya was quick to 
respond: “No, 1 think we love 
them!” “It gives us something new 
to work off of whenever people’ 
bring something in,” added 
Linsdsay Allen. 

In some of his plays, i 
Shakespeare included the audi- 
and Shenandoah aaors

remain true to the purpose. 
Benjamin Curns explains “with 
every new town that we go to, we 
get different audiences and dififo- 
ent reactions. The thing about 
audience participation is that wc 
have to react to what they do. 
have to acknowledge that they’ve 
given us something, and what they 
give us is always different.” 

Many of us have struggled at 
one point in time to understand 
Shakespeare. For these actors, how 
difficult is it to understand 
Shakespeare, let alone memorize 
and perform it?! Tiffany Givens 
explains it l>eautifrilly “Shakespeare 
is actually easier to memorize 
because there’s rhyme and struc- 
ture to it. And iambic pentameter, 
it’s like your heartbeat, it’s a rhythm 
that’s very natural to English. V^^eve 
lived with these words for so long 
that it comes naturally to us now, 
but it takes time.” 

For people who dedicated so 
much time for Shakespeare, it was 
interesting to find out their 
favorite Shakespearean piece of 
work. Macbeth, or “The Scottish 
Play” as Curns put it, got 
votes. Robert and Michael opted 
Hamlet, which tied with Henry ^ 
for two votes from Hither and 
Ed. Richard III, Titus Andronicus 
and Romeo and Juliet received a 
vote each. For those two nights ^ 
least, it would have been Henry
